LONDON, Aug. 20.—With the British troops busily engaged in 
the successful parrying of German counter thrusts against the new- | 
ly won ground in Flanders, the French and the Italians have started 
monster offensives—the French against the Germans near Verdun 
and the Italians against the Austrians from the region of Plava 
to near the head of the Adriatic Sea. 

Sharp, decisive blows have gained for the French positions held 
by the Germans on a front of more than eleven miles, extending from 
the Avocourt Wood eastward across the River Meuse and into the 
Bois de Caume, while the Italians, following a bombardment of an 
intensity never before experienced in that theatre, have levelled | 
Austrian defences, crossed the ruins and also the Isonzo river, and 
how are at deadly grips with the enemy along a front of about 
thirty-seven miles, 

Nearly 12,000 prisoners already have been counted by the} 
French and Italians, and doubtless this number will be materially | 
augmented when full detailed of the fighting are at hand.

CAN MAKE NO 
STATEMENT ON | 
FRANCHISE ACT 


Minister's Answer In House — 
Discussion On Military 
Voters’ Act. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

ULLTAWA, Aug. 20.—The house 
spent tuday in considering Hon. C. J. 
Doherty's bill, which provides for the 
taking of the soldiers’ vote at the ap- 
proacning general elections, and 
which is officially designated the 
“Military Voters’ Act, 1917.” 

Practically the whole of the discus- 
sion related to the proposal in Clause 
three of the bill that soldiers who 
were non-residents of Canada but 
Isritish subjects previous to the war 
may vote in any electoral district 
chosen by them. 

Hon, Wm. Pugsley and other ope 
positon members said that his provis- 
ion might possibly be subqect to grave 
abuse, 

Hon, Frank Oliver said it might 
permit the amassing of large number 
of votes against any particular can- 
didate. The opposition members main- 
tatined that 1 wou.a be better to con- 
fine the privilege of voting to men 
who were residents of the Dominion 
before the outbreak of the war. They 
claim that British subjects who have 
never resided in Canada, including 
the West Indians, would not thank the 
government for giving them the vote. 

On the government side of the 
house the minister of justice, Colonel 
Taylor of New Westminater, and other 
members, declared that everyone who 
has taken up arms for Canada should 
be allowed the privilege of voting. 
Mr. Doherty said he was willing to ad- 
mit that the bli: was ret perfect, but 
he did not propose to close the door to 
any class of soldier. 

Before tne close of the sitting the | 
minister of justice offered the sugges- 
tion that in order to make progress 
with the bill any informal committee 
compesed of répresentative men from 
both sides of the house might get to- 
gether and eliminate all. non-contro-

RETIREMENT OF HON. ROBERT 
ROGERS FROM BORDEN CABINET 


No Official Announcement Of Resignation Made Last Night—Premier 
When Questioned In House Had Nothing To Say—Minister 
Equally Uncommunicative—Gossip In Capital On 
Union Administration Owing To Presence 
Of Western Ministers, 

OTTAWA, Ont., Aug. 20.—The retirement from the cabinet of 
Hon. Robert Rogers, minister of public works, is taken tonight as 
a generally accepted fact. No official announcement of Mr, Rogers’ 
resignation or the acceptance has yet been made. Sir Robert was 
not’ in the house of commons at any time during the day’s sitting, 
| but he dropped in for x few minutes in the evening. He was be- 
lieved to be busy in connection with the efforts that are being made 
to bring about the reorganization of the government on the basis 
of the inclusion in the ministry of representatives of the Liberal, 
Labor and agricultural interests. . F 

The report of Mr, Rogers’ retirement from the cabinet persisted 
throughout the day at the capital, and when the house met at three 
o'clock the fact that there was something unusual in the air became 
pretty generally known. It was not, however, till some of the Con- 
servative members stated definitely that Mr, Rogers had informed 
them that his resignation was in the hands of the premier that the 
report was accepted as true. 

} Sir Robert Borden when questioned had nothing to say and Mr. 


| Rogers, who left for Montreal on the four o’clock train, was equally 
uncommunicative when approached by members of the press. Mr. 
Rogers entered the house about 20 minutes past three o’clock but not 
to remain, He conversed for a few minutes with Sir Edward Kemp 
and then left the chamber to catch his train.

THE FRENCH ARMIES, Aug. 20,-- 
(By the Associated Press.) — The 
French soldiers have shown once more 
thac they are not yet bled white. 
When the order was given for them 
to go over the top in the face of hun- 
dreds of batteries of heavy and light 
artillery anti thousands of machine 
guns they advanced singing and noth 
ing could stay their dash, They. were 
handled in such a way by their offi- 
cers that they got through the mos 
dangerous part of the ground they 
had to negotiate with almost negligt- 
bie losves, reaching the German posl- 
tions before the German barage fire. 

The correspondent passed the night 
on the battlefield in ‘the vicinity of 
the thickest artiMery fire and can tes- 
tify to its intensity. During two fa- 
mous French yietories, on October 24 
and December 15, 1916, before Ver- 
dun, the corredpondent was present on 
both occasions, and this time reached 
the concluston from the fierceness of 
the fire that the French employed at 
least an equal number of guns. 

The night preceding this battle was 
fairylike in beauty, There was no 
moon, but the stars were brilliant and 
ihe natural effects were enhanced by 
the constant succession of flashes 
vlmost instantiy arose, making the 
surrounding area brighter than day.

LONDON, Aug. 20.Colonel Win- 
}ston Specer Churchill, minister of 
|munitions, has begun the reorganiza- 
| tion of the British munitions depart- 
|ment. In a statement ‘tonight he says 
| the department is now employing 2,- 
| 000,000 persons and the headquarters 
staff 13,500, and that {t is controlling | 
}an expenditure of between £600,000,- | 
000 and £700,000,000 a year. Colonel, 
| Churchill says the work the depart-| 
;|ment has done has made the British | 
armies ‘‘the best equipped and most | 
formidable armed in Europe.” 
| “But,” the minister adds, “after | 
| these great efforts and in the fourth 
|year of the war we are no _ longer | 
|tapping stored up resources of the 
| national energy or mobilizing. We 
| are applying them for the first time to 
the war. The magnitude of the effort 
and achievement approximates con- | 
tinually the limits of possibility. Al- 
}ready in many @irectiona the fron- | 
{tiers are in sight and it is necessary 
| therefore not simply to expand but} 
| to go back over the ground already 
j covered and by thrifty and harmoni- 
ous methods glean a further reinforce- 
tmaent of war power.” |

LONDON, Aug. 20.—A dispatch to 
the Exchange ‘Telegraph company 
from Copenhagen says that, according 
to reports received from Austria, the 
battle now raging on the Isonzo front 
of the Austro-tlalian theatre is char- 
acterized as the most violent ever 
fought there. The advices add that it 
is believed by the Austrians and Ger- 
mans the Italians are making an at- 
tempt to break through to Trieste,

Executive Committee Of Automobile Club Takes Action On Winnipeg 


To Coast Proposition—Also D 
Of Leading 
Approached Re Road To Muni

The executive committee of the Ed- 
monton Automobile club last night 
ave its empnatic endorsation of the 
proposal to utilize the roadbeds of the 
railways from which rails have been 
removed west of the city for a high- 
way through the mountains and con- 
necting with the Cariboo trail leading 
through Ashcroft and down the Fra- 
éer valley to the coast. The goo] 
roads committee was instructed to co- 
operate with committees wiich have 
already been appointed by the board 
of trade and the Rotary club to make 
representations to the Dominion .and 
provincial governments with a view 
of carrying this project to a successful 
issue. The completion of such a high- 
way ‘would put the = city of Ed- 
monton on a direct road bétween 
Winnipeg and Vancouver, and the 
most feasible route would be followed. 
lt was predicted by President Brook- 
bank, who has just returned from an 
extensive motor trip through tha 
States, that the completion of such 
a highway would be of untold value 
to this city, as it would attract many 
hundreds of visitors each year from 
the United States, as well as from 
the prairies cast of Edmonton, 


Marking Highways 
T. was also decided to at once pro 
ceed with the work of marking the 
leading roads from Edmonton, cast, 
west, north and south. This work has 
been held up pending the formation of 
the Provincial Motor League in order 


that uniformity of signs might be as- 
sured. It is now proposed to use a 
yellow metal sign with black Jetter- 
ing, the signs to indicate the danger 
spots, as well as give directions as to 
the roads leading to the various 
towns on all sides of this city. This 
work has been entrusted to the good 
roads committee under the chairnian- 
ship of M. J. Hutchinson. 

The city council will be approached 
with an offer to contribute one-half 
the expense of putting the road lead- 
ing from 109th street to the municipal 
golf links in passable shape, provide: 
the total cost is not more than §200, 
and it is estimated that the work can 
be done for Jess than that amount.

TO SECURE COAL 


Cardiff Oollieries Bring Latest 
Drag-Line Machinery From 
Milwaukee. 


Cardiff is soon to see something 
quite new in coal mining. The Car- 


diff Collieries have brought in a new 
ovtfit from Milwaukee, which is said 
to be the very latest thing in drag 
line machinery. 

With this outfit the clay will be 
stripped from the top of the coal and 
the mining done from the surface, 
thus doing away with a number of ex- 
pensive items such as timbering, ven- 
tilation and to a great extent, haul- 


Under the presert method of min- 
ing a large amount of coal has to be 
left to support the roof, but in work- 
ing from the surface there will be no 
Wastage. 

The coal in that locality varies from 
twenty ‘o forty feet below the surface 
and the seam runs from nine {o four- 
teen feet, this new machinery will 
strip four to five thousand cubic yards 
in ten hours so it is evident that an 
immense amount ot coal will always 
be available, 

Officials state that they will be 
ready to commence operations in 
about one month's time. In the mean: 
time coal Is being mined as usual.

Three Pickle Receipes 


| ‘To the Editor of Woman's Page:

Most Canadians are willing to 
save the kinds of food that 
are needed for shipment overseas. 
Still more of them are anxious to 
save money on the cost of feeding 
themselves.

As 
a war leader he is impossible, 
Hon, Robert Rogers invites the 
public to behold him withdrawing 
from the Government in disgust 
because conscription was not soon- 
er applied. To Mr. Rogers it may 
seem impressive to thus pose as a 
martyr to the supposed indiffer- 
ence of his colleagues and of Par- 
liament toward the wining of the 
war. But if Mr, Rogers appre- 
hends any prolonged period of 
lamentation on the part of the 
public over the loss they sustain 
in his removal from the Ministry, 
he may calm his fears, Any per- 
sons who take stock in his state- 
ment will be disposed to think the 
retirement of Mr. Rogers a com- 
pensating gain for anything the 
country may have lost through
